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The Attorney=General’s Opinion.
Tak publication of Attorney-General Stan-
bery's “opinion’’ in full confirms the outgiv-
ings of the preas for the last few days n'onmrn-
ing its character. It ls in effect & nullifiontion
of the Reconktruoction law passed by Congreas,
and shows very clearly that the Prasident does
2ot intend 1o exeoute the law in good faith.
It s, in truth, his justifioation for not exeout-
ing it. Under a pretense that the law could
pot be understood, the Attorney-Gleneral has
been called upon for & construction of it, and
he has given just such an one 8¢ his master
dedired. This sudden difficulty of nnderstand-
ing the law is very singular. The President
found no difficnlty in understanding it, or pre-
tondiug to, when the law was before him for
his approval or negation, And, strange enough,
he understood it then in an exnctly opposite
pense from what he now adopts. Stanbery
was his ready tool in both instances, He ia
gaid to have written the veto messagoes, and
now he furnighes the opinion which stamps
the veto messages as deceptive and frandulent
in every important particular. If this
“opinion,'’ which Attorney-General Stanbsry
has manufactured to order for Andrew Johnson,
as his exouse for not exeouting the Recon-
ptruction law, be correot, if its allegations
be true, if its construotion of the
law b honeat, then the messages vetoing the
Reconstruction law, with their high-gsounding
denunciations, their impassioned arraignment
of its provisions, their statementa of the ex-
traordinary powers it proposed to confer, in-
deed, their entire tone and spirit, must be put
down as deliberate attempts to deceive the
people under the guise of solemn official decla-
rations, and as the mere clap-trap of the most
ordinary demagoguery. The veto measages
and the opinion cannot both be trus. They
are dinmetrically opposed. Thaey treat of the
sams subjeol, and contain contradictory state-
ments upon the same points. Each is a complete
refutation of the other. If either be true, the
other cannot possibly be so.

Such a state of facts as this is must go far to
deprive Mr. Johnson of what little confidence
anybody still had in him. For instance, how
must any man now feel who read and belicved
Mr. Johnson's arraignment of the Reconstrue-

fovent thing, and that its supposed spucially
obnoxious features had o existence in fact ¢
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excoution of the Milltary bill iz an infamons
one. By means of legal quibbles the law ia to
be evaded. A rharp practitioner is seoured as
Attorney-General, and all his legal itvention
has boen for months directed towardsd seslng
how the bill may be defeated and ita true
menning pervertad.

In his two decisions the aplrit of the law ia
laid nside as & useless thing, and its letter is
80 perverted that it really means nothing at
all. Yot by means of this evasion the aims
of the law have been defeated. It 02 a new
idea in our political system, that a Cabinet
officer can nullify an aot of Congress. The
value of the opinion of Judge Stanbery is just
as valuable as that of any other acute lawyer,
but the military commanders sre to be judges
of its application to their ocases; yet he has
asgsumed to turn the law from its true intent,
and the Executive has declared he has the
power; and unless the strong arm of legisla-
tion intervene, we are in danger of having all
the work of a year orumble away before the
sophistry of a sub-lioutenant of the Execu-
tive, It is therefore emphatically necessary
that & quorum be present on July 1. Thers is
great work to be done. The Hon. Thaddeus
Btevens, one of the wisest statesmen of the
age, with all his faults, presents his views in
a forvible letter, in which he says:—

“I {hink it Is proper to suggest the proprioty
of havlug a quoram In Cougress on the frsu
proximo, The opinlons of the Atlorney-Gene-
ral Feem 1o require some expianatory or su

lemental aots, A mistake more objestionable
tinn glther 18 the fact of usurpation by the
Attorney-General o dollng at all in the gues-
tlon, sud treating his directions ns binding
oflicinlly, The Attornev-General has no more
the Fresident had to re-
vousiruct, which pretension Uongress Las sote
tled, gloce it has u adjodged that the con-
quered States are to be treated st snbdued terrl-
tory, snd w be rebullt withoul reference to
thelr former conditlon by the legisiative power
nlone, It istobe so Lhat Uonlu-au sloue
is to be appeuled Lo In case of diMoulty.”

Here is the question fairly stated. The
wings by which this ocoupant of a Cabinet
seat peeks to soar above Congress must be
clipped. Bupplemental acts are necessary,
which will at once and foreéver set at rest the
pretenses of the Attorney-Geperal and the
hopes of the Rebels based thereon,

In order that anything can be done, it is ne-
cessary that a quornm be present, and that
gquornm must consist of Republicans, We
cannot count on the absence ol any Demoorat,
in order that the required action may be se-
enred. They will probably all be in their
seats, but will refuse to answer to their names
if by so doing the session can be prevented,
We therefore urge upon every member the
absolute necessity of his being present. The
people will hold all delinquents to a strict
responsibility, The public exigenoy demands
their presence; it is oriminal to shirk the duty
because of the temperature of the weather,
We feel comfident that when our delegation
think over the requirements of the country,

How much cheap indignation, according to |

this opinion, did Mr. Johnson and his friends
waste upon Congress! How grossly he mis-
represented the character of its acts! His de-
nunociations are now seen to have merely been
for effect. It was a deep political game that his
Excellency was playiug, in which the passions
of the people were to be wantonly aroused,
the country gratuitously exasperated, and the
fires of political agitation unnecessarily fannad
fo a flame, He was an actor, “strutting his
brief hour'’ upon the national stage; and he
must make his plece lively and entertaining,
at whatever disregard of truth, And this is
the man who never tires of pluming himself
upon his consistency! who always takes the
Constitution for his guide! who never eenses
to parade his devotiom to the good of the
<ountry !

The people mnever stop to regard technicali-
ties. They go to the root of matters—to the
great questions really involved. Mr. Stan-
bery’s pettifogging opinion will not make the
slightest impression upon the public mind, so
far a5 regards the character of the Reconstruc-
tion law, The peopla understand that that
law was meant to give effect to a certain policy
of reconstruction, as opposed to a certain other
policy, It was the trinmphk of their policy, as
opposed to Ais policy. And in this “opinion’
they will see nothing but an attempt of the
President to override the popular will, to sub-
atitute his own therefor, and to reopen the
oontest which #o shook the conntry last fall.

Shall We Have a Special Session of
Congress

Waex Congress adjourned in April, both
Houses made provision for renssembling before
the first Monday iu December. By conourrent
resolution it was ordered that Congreas re-
aspemble on the fourth day of July, and that,
in case of no quorum being present, ths pre-
siding officer had power to adjourn until the
regular time of meeting in December. This
aotion was caused by a deep-geated distrust of
the intentions of the Administration. The
ropresentatives of the loyal North felt that no
confidence ocowld be placed in the Executive
Department of the General Government; and,
belloving that the laws would not be faith-
fully execnted unless under compulaion, they
therefore resolved to reassemble and compel
the fulfilment of the provisions of the various
bills legally adopted. The time specified for
the speoial session i now drawing near, and
fhe question is & pertinent one as to whether
& quorum of the two Houses will assemble, or
whether an adjournment will be effgcted until
next winter?

The decislon is of vital importance, and, in
viow of the recent developmenstlin Washing-
ton, we do not hesitate to declare that it is the
imperative duty of every loyal representative
to be in his seat on the first of next month:
The publio good requires that a special session
of Congreas be held. The course adopted by

the Bxecutive in regard to the meaning snd from time to time be made, s well as In it

bers from the Keystone State will be in their
geats, saorifleing their personal ease for the
national good.

The Park Commissioners.
AT the last session of the Legislature an aoct
was passed which provided for the extension
of Fairmount Park, by the addition to it of
the neighboring lands lying within certain
limite, But a still more important feature of
this law was that which created a Board of
Commissioners, to whom the general regula-
tion and improvement of the Park should be
entrusted. The portions of the act relating to

the Commission read as follows:—

“Beotlon 2. The Ml;or. the Presldents of the
Heleet and Common Counclls, Comm issioner of
City Properly, the Chlef Engineer and Surveyor,
and the Chief Engineer of the Water Works of
sald clly, together with ten citizens of suld elty,
who shiull be appointed for five years, five of
whom by the District Court, and five of whom
by the Court of Common Pleas of sald elly, be
aud the same are bereby constitated Comunis.
sloners of sald Pork ; they shall organize an-
nually, on tho first Monday of June, by the
election of a Proslident and Secretary, bul Lhey
shiall recelve no compensotion for thelr services
us Commissloners: Provided, that whenever a
vucancy shallogeur in that ‘nrt of Lhe said Com-
missioners appointed by the Courts, the Coart
from which the appolntment was made shall
nu tlmvacune%".

“Beollon 4. The Commissioners of sald park,
after they shall bhave seccured possession
of thie ground, shall adopt & plan for the lme-

rovement and malntéenance thereof, and shall

ave powers o proceed with the same, nnd all
moneys expended shail be under whelr sspers
vislon, but no contracts shall be made for sald
{mprovement anless an appropriation therafor
shall have been first made by Lue Counclls of
sald oily.

“Sectlon O, As soon as the sald Commis-
slopers shall have fully orgnnlzed, they shall
have the care and management of Falrmount
Park on both sldes of the river Sehuylklil, and
all plans and expendiiures for the lmprovement
and maintepasnce of the sameé shall be under
their control, subject to sach nrpmprlntluns
s Counglls may from Uime o Ume make as
aforesaid.”

One or two preliminary meetings of the Com-
mission were hald daring May, and on the 34
of June & permanent organization was duly
éffected by the election of his Honor Mayor
MoMichael as Presilent, General George G.

The proper management of Fairmount Park is
! espential to the health and attractiveness of
" the oity, snd in the improvements whioch will

general regulation, thousands of dollars of the
public moneys must necessarily pass through
the bands of the Commissloners. For these
reasons, every taxpayer in the city ia as muoh
intarested in the procesdings of the Commis-
slon as are s own members. No possible
good can result from investing these procesd-
ings with seorecy; and whether or not corrup-
tion does obtain a foothold in the Park Com-
mission, the pablic at Iarge will always
entertain some suspicion of its existence, by
reason of their sad experfence with similar
bodies In  the past, Hitherto, the Seore-
tary has  been acoustoraed to  furnish
the reporters of the dally journals with
a very brief and meagre outline of the pro-
ceedings of the Commission, which has only
tended to arouss, without satisfying the ouri-
osity of those whoe are auxious to see Fair-
mount Park a credit to the city. Such parsons
would be gratified with a porusal ‘of the de-
bates, as well as of all the proceedings of the
Commission in detail. To enable the presa to
furnish this, its representatives should be ad-
mitted to every business meeting of the Com-
mission. This is rendered all the more neses-
sary by the fact that on Saturday a mesting of
the Commission was held, commencing at noon
and adjourning shortly after 1 o'clock, after
which the Becretary refused to furnish the
reporters in attendance with any acconut
of the proceedings. We hope the Com-
miggion will reconsider their action in ex-
cluding thé public, and thereby afford all
who are interested the privilege of being pre-
gent at their mestivgs,
